CAME FOUNDERS OF AMERICAN 


TOWN OF WINTHROP. 


Groton First Granted to the Head of 


the Family In 1544—Church That 
Has Stood for Many Centuries in 
the Typical Rural Hamlet. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


In tho commonwealth «f Massachu-' 
setts there Is a prosperous town call- 
ed Wlnthrop; In that domain of His 
Majesty King Edward yclept England 
there is a snug littlo town called Gro- 
ton. Tho two arc closely related; li 
fact, aro mother and son. as are so 
many English 
nnd Massachusetts 


towns, but until recently the residents 
of Winthrop did not know what a 
quaint old mother they had. 
When 


the library trustees of tho Frost Pub 
lie Library at Wlnthrop matured a 
1 scheme for connecting the history of 


their town with that of old England 
from whence came Its early settlers 
they wrote to the Hev. John W. Way 
man, rector of tho church at Groton, 
requesting photographs 
of the old 


church nnd of other points of Interest 
In connection with the home of Deano 
Wlnthrop, 
who settled nt "Ptillln' 


Poynte," as Wlnthrop was then called. 
They received in the course of tlma 
tho following reply: 


"I fear you must think I never re- 


ceived your letter of 26th March last; 
or having received It have forgotten 
all about It. Such la not precisely tho 
case. My delay in replying to it has 
been caused by the Inability to pet tho 
accompanying photos taken. This is n 
very out of tho way place, and. though 
photography Is common enough; It Is 
only lately that n photographer has 
taken up his temporary abode In tho 
neighboring parish of Boxford. and 
given me the opportunity of having 
the Inclosed done." 


From such n town, hardly changed 


at all In the Intervening 25.r. years, 
camo Deano Wlnthrop, tho sixth son 
of Gov. John Wlnthrop. about the year 
31M3. Ho settled at "Pullln' Poynto," 
which In 1739 became Chelsea, n part 
of North Chelsea In 1S4G, and was In- 
corporated as tho town of Wlnthrop 
In 1S32. The old house in which ho 
lived Is still standing. 


Town of Groton In 1847. 


Robert. C. Wlnthrop thus describes 


tho town of Groton as It was In 181": 
"It was one of a cluster of rural vil- 
lages, five In number, which He be- 
tween the large towns of Hadlelgh 
nnd Sndlmry, In tho southwest corner 
of that thriving agricultural country. 
The landscape around them has no 
peculiar features either of beamy or 
grandeur; but clothed as It was. In 
the matchless verdure of nn English 
Btinim»r. It presented n picture of 
quiet loveliness which one would not 
willingly have lost. 
Little Waldlng- 


Held and Groton appear to have been 
tlij; li-itst noted 
of the surrounding 


village*, and even the name of thy 
lattvr_woulil sutsat to Uavi^iiltHiir^arH 


or lafe years" ti-'m'more tf/ai: onu-oi 
the Suffolk county maps, as' If the 
place had lost any Importance which 
It ever possessed, and had become too 
inconsiderable to be the subject of 
particular designation. 


"But the Groton of Suffolk county 


In old England has by no means yet 
lost Its local habitation or Its ancient 
landmarks. I was thero on a Sunday 
nnd went to the parish church In 
which the Wlnthrops worshiped before 
they camo to America. The grand old 
service of prayer and praise. In which 
they had united so long ago within tho 
samo sanctuary, had Just commenced 
when 1 entered, nnd I could almost Im- 
agine, as I Joined In the responses, 
that the venerable walls gavo back 
an echo of welcome, as to n not unrec- 
ognized voice. 


"Everything concurred In awaken- 


ing the memory of tlioso who had 
gone 
before me—the 
pulpit 
from 


which they had listened to preachers 
of their own presentation, tho font 
at which so many of them had been 
baptized, tho chancel around which 
they had knelt to receive the bread of 
life. There on the crowning pane ot 
tho altar window was tho same Sur- 
sum Cordn which must have lifted 
their hearts in many an hour of trial 
and trouble.

Blessed are the peacemakers; 


tor they shall be called the sons of 
God.' " 


Received Groton In 1544. 


The first Wlnthrop—one Adam Wln- 


throp—received the grant of Groton. 
formerly the lordship of the abbot of 
Bury, at the dissolution of the monas- 
teries In 1544. Here the second Wn- 
throp died. 
The third of that name, 


the father of the Massachusetts gov- 
ernor, was born In London August 10, 
ir>48, but, although not the oldest son. 
later camo Into posseswlon of the 
manor of Groton. He was something 
of n poet. His son. John Wlnthrop, 
who came to America In 1(130 as Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, and who was 
the father of Doano, was born nt Ed- 
wnrtson, near tho family seat at Gro- 
ton. Jan. 12, 1KS7. He was very pre- 
cocious nnd was made n Justice of the 
peace when 18 years old. nnd was 
married when only, a little over 17. 


This wife bore him six children, the

Governor John Wlnthrop—1587-1649. 
vestry was the old parish register, the 
second entry on whose time-stained 
leaves pave tho dnto of the death of 
tho family In l.'G.'. 


"Thero, too. was the tomb In which 


the father, the graiidfatner, and pos- 
Hlbly tho great-grandfather of tho first 
emigrant to New England had been 
successively buried. 
Tho Inscription 


was almost Illegible, but enough could 
bo deciphered to verify an ancient 
copy. It rend as follows: 'Heaven the 
country; Christ tho fray. Hero lies 
tho body of Aclnni Wlnthrop, Esq., son 
of Adam Wlnthrop, Esq., who worn 
Patrons of this Church and J.ords of 
the manor of Groton. The above namod 
Adam, tho son, married Anna, lua 
daughter of Henry Browne of Edwart- 
son, by whom ho hail one son and four 
laughters. 
He departed this llfo In 


ho year of our Lord 1G23 nnd of his 
>}vn age Ty. But £jnn. i[s_wlfo d^l 


John Wlnthrop, Jr., Governor of Con- 


ncticut, 1606-1676. 


eldest of whom became tho govenor of 
Connecticut. 


Ho married n second time, and this 


wife died In n littlo over a year. 
In 


tho year 1C18 John Wlnthrop was 
onco more established In domestic 
life, his third wife being Margaret 
Tyndall, daughter of Sir John Tynrall. 


John Wlnthrop lived along In this 


quiet country town, enjoying tho life 
of a well-to-do and respected squlro 
nnd devoting his energies to the rear- 
ing of his children. His letters to his 
wlfo and sons show him to have been 
a diligent, conscientious worker, de- 
voted to his family. And then came 
into his llfo something which was to 
chnngo Its whole course and that of 
his offspring; the Now England enter- 
prise. 
Ho wns well along in years 


whon ho became interested In the Mas- 
sachusetts company, and when ho de- 
termined to pluck up his stakes In his 
own land with a view of planting 
them again In a remote wilderness he 
was strongly advised against tho stop 
by his old friends.

The Confederates 
were not certain ns to Sherman's plans 
or movements after he reached the 
coast, luit assumed that he would turu 
northward and HtrlUo the rear of I.ee 
on James river. For this reason It was 
decided not to make n stubborn .light 
to hold Savnniiah In case he should 
surround it, but that Hnrdce should 
withdraw his troops and unite tlioiu 
.•with other Confederate forces In the 
Carolina* to dispute Sherman's march 
northward. 


The city of Savannah IB built upon a 


nandy plateau .about forty feet above 
tide In Savannah river. Sherman ap- 
proached It from the south across ter- 
ritory cot up with little streams tribu- 
tary to the Ogeechee river. Ilia troops 
closed In on Dec. 12 so as to.form a 
line from the Ogecchee to the Savan- 
nah above the city. Harden prepared 
to defend the place and assigned his 
troops and commanders to the most 
imitortnnt points. 
His batteries con- 


sisted of about '100 Runs, half of them 
of heavy caliber. 


The principal work to be attacked 


•was Fort McAllister, situated at Gone- 
nls Point, on the southern bank of the 
Ogeecheo river, and commanding the 
channel of approach from Ossabaw 
Hound and also covering the bridge of 
the Gulf railway across the river. It 
win a heavy earthwork, with Its prin- 
cipal front toward the river, which It 
was Intended to defend. The arma- 
ment consisted of seven heavy guns la 
permanent position and eight light 
Held Runs. The river all around was 
planted with torpedoes, and sub-terra 
nhells had been planted on the land ap- 
proaches to the fort. The land de- 
fenses were strengthened l>y palisade* 
nnd abatis. The Karrison of Fort Mc- 
Allister at the time of Sherman's at- 
tack numbered about *J(X) men. under 
command of a major. On the approach

While Sherman and Howard luipn 


tlently watched the proceedings on H.u 
zen's line from their perch upon tiie 
rice mill a tugboat from the licet 
sneaked along under shelter of the 
river bank to communicate with tut 
Federal commander. As the sun \vns 
going down Sherman signaled Ilazon 
to hurry the charge, and'Just then the 
captain of the tug hailed Sherman to 
ask If the fort had been taken.

Eugene Illlilturand. who ranks nt tlic 


top of the list of winning American 
jockeys during the eastern season Just 
closed, |g a Cnllfornlnn. 


During the enntern racing Benson, 


•which closed at Bennlngs. HlldcbrnnJ 
brought homo 1C5 winners and htm the 
most remarkable record of all jockeys 
on the American turf. 


Ulldebrand was a newsboy In Cali- 


fornia originally and Is but nineteen 
years old. Ho was taken to the Cali- 
fornia tracks at the beginning of the 
season of1 1003 from Seattle by Vic 
Gilbert, who looked after his mounts. 
lie started at Oakland. In a short time 
lie showed that he was a clever horse- 
man, nnd horse owners were soon run- 
ning over one another to get the boy to 
ride their horses. 
His Early Races. 


During his stay at the Oakland and 


Inglesldc tracks, beginning on Jan. 1 
of this year, lie rode fifty-five winners, 
thirty-seven seconds nnd thirty-two 
thirds and was only fifty-seven times 
outside of the'money, lie then went to 
the LOH Angeles tracks, where he rode 
forty-two winners, twenty-seven sec- 
onds, flftpon thirds and was twenty- 
seven times out of the money. 


It was In the early part of last Janu- 


ary that Joe Yeager, the well known 
horseman, who had a large stable of 
horses, was In search of a rider, and 
his eye fell on Hlldebrand. who was 
then the leading rider on the Pacific 
const. After a great deal of talk he 
finally succeeded In getting the boy's

contract from Vie Gilbert for ?.",000. 
The youngster continued his good rid- 
ing, and shortly before the aliening of 
the racing t-enson at the Aqueduct 
(New York) track Yeugor took Hllde- 
brand cast, and his next appearance 
was on that course. 
Started Slswly. 


During the Aqueduct meeting he 


won but it few races. When the meet- 
ing opened at Morris Pork, New York. 
Hlldebrand began to show his nklll, 
and when Westchester was finished he 
was at the top of the list. He led the 
Jockeys at the spring meetings at 
Gravesend nnd Sheepslicud Buy, New 
York. 


Hurnx was the leading rider at Ja- 


maica, New York, and' Hlldebraud' 
cauie to the front again and led at 
Brighton Beach, New York, and Snrn- 
togn, X. Y. He was well up In the list 
of winning riders for the fall, meetings 
at Gravrocnd, Shfopsliend Bay, Brigh- 
ton Bench and Morris 1'nrlc nnd was on 
top at Jamaica. In thirteen race met-t- 
IngH on the metropolitan circuit he led 
the winning Jockeys In six. which Is a 
remarkable record for a young rider. 
"Play Hlldebrand." 


Almost from bis first appearance on 


the eastern tracks he jumped Into pop- 
ular favor, and In a oliort time when 
one race goer would axk another, 
••Who'll win?" the answer would be, 
"Play lllldebrand." 


The lad brought home winner after 


winner, and one remarkable feature 
about his riding was that n number of 
horses which had shown poor races 
when handled by other riders would 
Improve under his clever pilotage nnd 
would bo fighting It out at the end. 
HilcUbrcnd and Artful. 


Owners were not long In recognizing 


Hlldebrand'x riding ability, nnd nu- 
merous offers were made for bN serv- 
ices, but his employer, Joe Veneer, de- 
clined to release him. Finally an nr- 
rnnsi'inent was made by which second 
call on the lioy was sold to II.
